Zimmerman Back in Custody 


Judge: Defendant lied 
about finances so he 
could get lower bond 


Miami 

George Zimmerman, the neighbor- 
hood watch volunteer charged with 
murder in the killing of Trajwon Mar- 
tin, surrendered to police Sunday and 
was booked into jail after having his 
bail revoked two days earlier. 

Zimmerman’s legal team said in 
a tweet that he was in police custo- 
dy. Zimmerman’s bail was revoked 
because the judge said he and his wife 
lied to the court about their finances 
so he could obtain a lower bond. 

On Sunday afternoon, about 40 
minutes before the 2:30 p.m. dead- 
line to surrender, Zimmerman was 
listed as an inmate on the jail web- 
site, held without bail and having 
$500 in his jail account. 

Seminole County Sheriff Donald 
Eslinger said Zimmerman turned 
himself in to two sheriff’s office 
employees and that Zimmerman was 
“quiet and cooperative.” 

The Seminole County Sheriff’s 
Office said Zimmerman would be in 
a 67-square-foot cell by himself, sep- 
arated from the general population, 
because the case is so high-profile. 

Zimmerman’s credibility could 
become an issue at trial, legal experts 
said, noting the case hinges on jurors

Backstory 

During a bond hearing in April, 

George Zimmerman and his wife, 
Shellie, indicated they had limited 
funds. Prosecutors said the couple had 
about$135,000 — raised from dona- 
tions through a website. Shellie was 
asked about the website, but she said 
she didn’t know how much money had 
been raised. Bail was at $150,000. The 
28-year-old was freed a few days later 
after posting $15,000 in cash. Prosecu- 
tor Bernie De la Rionda complained Fri- 
day, saying, “This court was led to be- 
lieve they didn’t have a single penny." 
The defense countered that Zimmer- 
man and his wife never used the money 
for anything, which indicated “there 
was no deceit." (AP)

“The fact George Zimmerman was 
dishonest is very important because 
his credibility is the most important 
thing in this entire case,” Benjamin 
Crump, the Martin family lawyer, said 
after Friday’s court session. 

Zimmerman’s legal team said 
Sunday that they will ask for a new 
bond hearing and they hope his vol- 
untary surrender will show he is not 
a flight risk. Zimmerman has pleaded 
not guilty to the second-degree mur- 
der charge.

Romney campaign 
pins dismal gains on 
a lack of experience 

Washington 

A weak labor market provided ener- 
gy Sunday for criticism of Presi- 
dent Obama, with the campaign 
of presumptive Republican chal- 
lenger Mitt Romney contending 
that the president’s lack of execu- 
tive leadership experience under- 
mines his policies. 

The unemployment rate rose 
to 8.2 percent in May as the Labor 
Department reported just 69,000 
new jobs, the fewest in nearly a 
year. In appearances on Sunday’s 
news shows, Obama campaign 
officials cast the dismal gains in 
emplojmient as evidence of growth 
in jobs for the 27th straight month 
while acknowledging that it was 
not at an acceptable pace. 

The Obama campaign said Con- 
gress had not acted on initiatives 
that would lead to more hiring of 
teachers and construction work- 
ers. However, Romney campaign 
adviser Eric Fehrnstrom put the 
blame on Obama and touted Rom- 
ney’s experience running the 2002 
Winter Olympics and his tenure as 
Massachusetts governor. 

“It’s not that we don’t think that 
this president is trying. I think he 
is. It’s just that his policies are not 
working,” Fehrnstrom said. “We 
gave the keys to the largest econ- 
omy in the world to a person who 



Beyond Bain 

The Obama campaign's criti- 
cism of Congress on Sunday and 
its attacks last week on Romney’s 
tenure as governor of Massachu- 
setts marked a shift of attention 
from the Republican’s work at Bain 
Capital, the private equity firm he 
co-founded in Boston.

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Study: ‘Smart Bomb’ Attacks Breast Cancer 


Experimental drug 
combo leaves healthy 
cells alone in tests 

Chicago 

Doctors have successfully dropped 
the first “smart bomb” on breast 
cancer, using a drug to deliver a 
toxic payload to tumor cells while 
leaving healthy ones alone. 

In a key test involving nearly 
1,000 women with very advanced 
disease, the experimental treat- 
ment extended by several months 
the time women lived without 
their cancer getting worse, doctors 
planned to report Sunday at a can- 
cer conference in Chicago. 


More importantiy, the treatment 
seems likely to improve survival; 
it will take more time to know for 
sure. After two years, 65 percent of 
women who received it were still 
alive versus 47 percent of those in a 
comparison group given two stan- 
dard cancer drugs. 

That margin fell just short of the 
very strict criteria researchers set 
for stopping the study and declar- 
ing the new treatment a winner, 
and they hope the benefit becomes 
more clear with time. In fact, so 
many women on the new treat- 
ment are still alive that research- 
ers cannot yet determine average 
survival for the group. 

“The absolute difference is 
greater than one year in how long 


Improving Survival 

When given the experimental 
gene therapy for breast cancer, 
the median time until the 
disease got worse was nearly 
10 months in the women given 
the drugs versus just over 6 
months for the others. “It’s 
sort of a smart bomb kind of 
therapy, a poison delivered to 
the tumor ... and not a lot of 
other collateral damage to other 
organs," said Dr. Michael Link, 
a pediatric cancer specialist at 
Stanford University. The drug 
is still experimental, so it’s not 
available yet. Its backers hope it 
will be within a year, (ap) 


these people live,” said the study’s 
leader. Dr. Kimberly Blackwell of 
Duke University. “This is a major 
step forward.” 

The treatment builds on Her- 
ceptin, the first gene-targeted ther- 
apy for breast cancer. Researchers 
combined Herceptin with a chemo- 
therapy so toxic that it can’t be given 
by itself, plus a chemical to keep the 
two linked until they reach a can- 
cer cell where the poison can be 
released to kill it. 

This double weapon, called 
T-DMl, is the “smart bomb,” 
although it’s actually not all that 
smart — Herceptin isn’t a homing 
device, just a substance that binds to 
breast cancer cells once it encounters

Syrian President Bashar Assad 
defended his government’s crack- 
down Sunday, likening himself to a 
doctor performing surgery. 

In his first speech since Janu- 
ary, Assad appeared unmoved by 
scathing international criticism 
of his ferocious response to the 
15-month-old revolt against his 
rule, which activist groups say has 
killed up to 13,000 people. 

“When a surgeon in an oper- 
ating room ... cuts and cleans and 
amputates, and the wound bleeds, 
do we say to him, ‘Your hands are 


stained with blood?”’ Assad said in 
a televised speech to parliament. 
“Or do we thank him for saving 
the patient?” 

Although the country has faced 
widespread condemnation since 
Syrian troops unleashed a crack- 
down on protesters last year, a mas- 
sacre last week in the central region 


of Houla has brought fresh urgen- 
cy to solving the crisis. 

The opposition and the govern- 
ment have exchanged accusations 
over the Houla killings, each blam- 
ing the other for the house-to-house 
killings of more than 100 people. 
U.N. investigators have said there 
are strong suspicions that pro- 


regime gunmen are responsible for 
at least some of the killings. 

Assad on Sunday also denied 
responsibility for last week’s Houla 
massacre of more than 100 people, 
saying not even “monsters” would 
carry out such an ugly crime. 

Assad did acknowledge the toll 
the crisis has taken on the country, 
suggesting all the blood that has 
been spilled is necessary to root 
out the forces working to drive 
him from power. 

Members of the Syrian opposi- 
tion brushed off his comments as 
meaningless. 

“It is a desperate and silly 
speech that does not merit a 
response,” said Adib Shishakly, 
a Saudi-based member of Syria’s 
main opposition group, the Syrian 
National Council, zeina karam (ap)

Prosecutors

Cairo 

Egypt’s top prosecutor is appealing 
the verdicts in the trial of Egypt’s 
ousted president and others, acquit- 
ting Hosni Mubarak and his two 
sons on corruption charges and 
clearing senior police officers of 
complicity in killing protesters, 
an official said on Sunday. 

Under Egyptian law, the pros- 
ecutor must appeal the entire ver- 
dict, which also included life sen- 
tences for Mubarak and his former 
security chief for failing to stop the 
killing of protesters in the uprising 
that ousted him last year. 

Six police commanders, who 
faced the same charge of complicity 
in killing protesters, were acquit- 
ted.

Jet Hits Neighborhood in Nigeria, Killing 153 



No survivors aboard 
plane, officials say, 
but total toll unclear 

Lagos, Nigeria 

A passenger plane carrying more 
than 150 people crashed in Nige- 
ria’s largest city on Sunday, kill- 
ing all passengers aboard, an 
emergency official said. As fire- 
fighters searched for survivors, 
charred corpses could be seen in 
the rubble of a building damaged 
by the crash. 

Nigeria’s Civil Aviation Author- 
ity Harold Denuren said that all 
the passengers on Sunday’s Dana 
Air flight died. He did not say how 


many were on the flight. 

The Lagos state government 
said 153 people were on the flight 
going from Abuja to Lagos. 


Yushau Shuaib, spokesman for 
the National Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency, said there were likely 
more casualties on the ground, but 


the number was unknown. He said 
they were also still trying to get 
an official manifest on the flight. 
Sometimes flights in Nigeria issue 
paper tickets and don’t record all 
passengers via computer. 

The plane seemed to have 
landed on its belly, first crashing 
through a furniture shop and then 
into residential buildings in this 
densely packed neighborhood just 
north of the airport.

NTSB Faults Metro Tlirice 


Board: Critical failings 
by transit agency were 
factors in accidents 

Washington 

The National Transportation Safety 
Board, in reports released Friday, 
said critical failings by Metro con- 
tributed to several rail accidents, 
including one in 2010 that killed 
two Metro technicians. 

The NTSB said “inadequate 
safeguards” to warn when crews 
were working on the tracks con- 
tributed to the deaths of the work- 
ers, who were struck and killed by 
track equipment in Rockville. 

The board also found that a 
train operator’s failure to follow 
procedures led to the February 
2010 train derailment at the Far- 
ragut North station. 

In the third incident reviewed, 
the board found that operator 
fatigue led to one train striking 
another in the West Falls Church 
rail yard in November 2009. 


Backstory 

The NTSB reports came three 
days after a longtime Metro mechan- 
ic was critically injured when he was 
struck by a train in a rail yard near 
the Shady Grove stop. The mechanic 
walked in front of a four-car train in 
the car-wash area of the yard, a wit- 
ness told Metro safety investiga- 
tors, according to the agency. Union 
leaders said they were told that the 
man lost part of his leg. (twp) 


Richard Sarles, Metro’s general 
manager, said in a statement Fri- 
day that “we welcome the NTSB’s 
thorough reviews of these inci- 
dents, which serve as important 
reminders of our No. 1 priority: 
‘safety.’” 

NTSB’s report on the Jan. 26, 
2010, incident near the Rockville 
station, in which equipment mov- 
ing on the tracks killed two tech- 
nicians, said several factors were 
at play. 

The NTSB cited Metro for hav- 


ing “inadequate procedures” to 
protect workers on tracks, and it 
said there is “inadequate feder- 
al agency oversight” of such pol- 
icies. The safety board also said 
Metro’s operations control cen- 
ter had “inadequate communica- 
tion” among the groups working 
on the tracks. 

In the Farragut North inci- 
dent, on Feb. 12, 2010, a Red Line 
train with 345 passengers derailed 
because the train operator passed a 
red signal, according to the NTSB. 
The accident caused $174,000 in 
damage. 

On Nov. 28, 2009, a train hit 
the back of a standing train in the 
West Falls Church rail yard, caus- 
ing minor injuries to three Metro 
workers. The accident caused about 
$9 million in damage. 

One of the problems, the NTSB 
found, was that the train operator 
had “received a limited amount 
of sleep the night before the acci- 
dent” and had been awake for 
more than 17 hours, dana hedgpeth

DOJ says documents 
sealed in ’72 should 
be public record

The Department of Justice says 
at least some materials sealed 
40 years ago as part of the court 
case against seven men involved 
in the 1972 Watergate burglary 
should be released. 

The Department of Justice on 
last week responded to a request 
by a Texas history professor who 


is seeking access to the materials 
which he believes may help answer 
lingering questions about the bur- 
glary that led to President Richard 
Nixon’s resignation. Luke Nichter 
wrote a judge in Washington to ask 
that potentially hundreds of pages 
of documents be unsealed. The 
judge earlier this year ordered the 
Department of Justice to respond 
with any objections. 

Department of Justice attorney 
Elizabeth Shapiro said in a court 
document filed Friday that the 
office would not oppose the release

Fiesta D.C. Festival May 
Have to Move Downtown 


Washington 

First, Mayor Vincent C. Gray upset 
some Caribbean and neighborhood 
activists when he didn’t do more to 
keep the annual Caribbean Festival 
from moving to Baltimore. 

Now, the administration has 
caused a kerfuffle because it wants 
to move the Fiesta D.C. Hispan- 
ic heritage festival from Mount 
Pleasant to Pennsylvania Avenue, 
which D.C. Council member Jim 
Graham, D-Ward 1, warns could 
be the beginning of the end for 
the event. 

After hundreds of thousands 
surged into Mount Pleasant’s busi- 
ness district for last year’s festival, 
some organizers suggested that it 
be moved to a more spacious loca- 
tion, perhaps back to 14th Street. 


But District public safety offi- 
cials nixed the idea, saying they 
could not guarantee public safety 
in surrounding neighborhoods if 
busy 14th street was closed. 

“We are working with the orga- 
nizers right now, to assure that 
the festival goes on,” said Pedro 
Ribeiro, a Gray spokesman. “It’s 
an important part of cultural life 
and we want it to continue.” 

After last year’s event in Mount 
Pleasant, some residents, includ- 
ing civic activist Terry Lynch, 
wrote Gray complaining that many 
patrons were drunk, unruly and 
urinating in public. 

“It’s too big for Mount Pleasant,” 
one Gray administration official 
said. “It’s no longer a neighborhood 
event. It’s a much larger event.”

Young Americans 
are more inclined 
to text than talk, 
research shows

Anna Schiferl hadn’t even rolled out 
of bed when she reached for her cell 
phone and typed a text to her mom, one 
recent Saturday. Mom was downstairs 
in the kitchen. The text? Anna wanted 
cinnamon rolls for breakfast. 

Soon after, the 13-year-old could 
hear mom’s voice. 

“Anna,” Joanna Schiferl called, 
“if you want to talk to me, you come 
downstairs and see me!” 

Anna laughs about it now. “I was 
kind of being lazy,” the teen from sub- 
urban Chicago concedes. “I know that 
sounds horrible.” 

Well, maybe not horrible, but cer- 
tainly increasingly typical. 


Statistics from the Pew Internet & 
American Life Project show that many 
people with cell phones now prefer tex- 
ting over voice conversations. It’s not 
always young people, though the data 
indicate that the younger you are, the 
more likely you are to prefer texting. 

That’s creating a communication 
divide, of sorts: talkers vs. texters. 

Some would argue that it’s no 
big deal. What difference should it 
make how we communicate, as long 
as we do so? 

But many experts say the most suc- 
cessful communicators will, of course, 
have the ability to do both, talk or text, 
and know the most appropriate times 
to use those skills. And they fear that 
more of us are losing our ability to have 
— or at least are avoiding — tradition- 
al face-to-face conversations. 

“It is an art that’s becoming as 
valuable as good writing,” says Janet 
Sternberg, a professor of communi- 
cation and media studies at Fordham 
University in New York.

In the most extreme cases, she’s 
noticed that more students don’t look

Is there some aversion to talking on 
the phone? Not really, says, Lisa Auster-

Auster-Gussman says she sends and 
receives an average of about 6,000 text 
messages a month. 

Experts say there is, of course, noth- 
ing wrong with casual conversation 
and fun between friends. One could 
argue that the constant banter — scores 
of texts each day — keep people more 
connected. The problem, some com- 
munication experts say, is that the con- 
versation isn’t particularly deep — and 
therein lies the problem, says Joseph 
Grenny, co-author of the book “Cru- 
cial Conversations: Tools for Talking 
When Stakes are High.” 

Interestingly, Anna’s mom, Joan- 
na Schiferl, is more worried about

the effect that texting is having on 
her daughter’s writing skills than 
her social skills. Anna tends to rush 
her writing and pays less attention to 
grammar, or uses abbreviations she’d 
use in a text.

So the key, experts say, is to rec- 
ognize your weak point and work on 
developing a wide range of commu- 
nication skills. 

“People with a more flexible style, 
whether they’re communicators in per- 
son or through technology, will have 
an easier time adapting,” Houston 
says — and will help bridge the com- 
munication gap, generational or oth- 
erwise.

Google is adding a new entree to its 
menu: free restaurant ratings from 
the Zagat review service. 

Zagat, which Google bought 
in September, was charging $25 
annually or $5 monthly for online 
access to its survey of diners. Those 
diners have rated about 35,000 
restaurants in more than 100 cit- 
ies around the world. 

The reviews will be available for 
free on Zagat.com as well as several 
services on Google’s website as part 
of a change announced last week. 
“Now, the world’s highest-quality 
reviews are available to more peo- 
ple, whether they are at their desks 
or on the go,” Zagat founders Nina 


and Tim Zagat wrote last week on 
their Google Plus page. 

Zagat will still charge $10 a year 
for using an application designed 
for Apple Inc.’s iPhone and iPad, 
although Google indicated it may 


eventually drop that fee. After a 
six-month free trial, Zagat charges 
$25 annually to see reviews on its 
app for mobile devices running on 
Google’s Android software. 

The Internet fees helped pro- 


tect sales of the burgundy-colored 
Zagat guides, which cost between 
$8.75 and $16. 

Google Inc. acquired Zagat for 
$151 million in September to com- 
pete against Yelp’s popular online 


rating service. The decision to turn 
Zagat into a free online service 
comes as part of Google’s expanded 
local business listings in its search 
results and the Plus service. The 
overhaul is being billed as “Google 
Plus Local” as the company contin- 
ues to promote a social network- 
ing alternative to Facebook’s pop- 
ular online hangout. 

A search request for a restaurant 
that has been reviewed by Zagat will 
now trigger a listing that includes a 
breakdown of the service’s ratings. 
Zagat’s scoring system provides sep- 
arate ratings on a 30-point scale for 
the quality of food, decor and ser- 
vice in a restaurant. 

The new business listings 
will also include any pertinent 
recommendations from with- 
in a user’s contacts on Plus.
